16. (new) A method of storing and dispensing a partial ream of paper, which comprises: 

providing a ream wrap having therein a tear tape across the web, so thai it surrounds the 
entire width of a wrapped ream of paper; 

pulling the tear tape across the ream wrap, thereby opening a portion of said ream wrap; 

and 

rem oving one sealed end of said ream wrap, wherein the ream wrap that remains is intact 
for protecting, storing and dispensing the partial ream of paper. 

1 7. (new) The method as recited in claim 1 6, wherein said tear tape comprises a strip of 
paper or fdm that is drawn through or coated with wax. 

1 8. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said tear tape is :•.«" to i \if in width. 

19. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said tear tape comprises a similar 
material from which said ream wrap is made. 

20. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said tear tape comprises a non-coated 
strip of paper or film that is heat-sealed onto said ream wrap. 

2 1 . (new) The method as recited in claim 1 6, wherein said tear tape comprises a strip of high 
strength polyethylene or polypropylene, with adhesive on one side of the strip. 
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22. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said ream wrap comprises plastic 
film. 

23. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said tear tape is attached by an 
adhesive. 

24. (new) The method as recited in claim 16. wherein said ream wrap has a tear tape on top 
of said ream wrap, which opens said top of said ream wrap hut keeps the integrity of said ream 
wrap. 

25. (new) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein said ream wrap has a (ear tape that 
does not completely remove a section of said ream wrap. 

26. (new) A method of opening a wrapped ream of paper, which comprises: 

providing a ream wrap having at least one tear tape therein across the web, so that it 
surrounds the entire width of the wrapped ream of paper; 

pulling the tear tape across the ream wrap, thereby opening a. portion of said ream wrap; 

and 

removing one sealed end of said ream wrap, wherein the ream wrap that remains is intact 
for protecting, storing and dispensing a partial ream of paper. 

27. (new) T he method as recited in claim 26, wherein said tear tape comprises a strip of 
paper or film that is drawn through or coated with wax. 

28. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said tear tape is 1/32" to 1 1.2" in width. 

29. (new) The method as recited in claim 26. wherein said tear tape comprises a similar 
material from which said ream wrap is made. 

30. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said tear tape comprises a non-coated 
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stri p of paper or film that is heat-sealed onto said ream wrap. 

3 1 . (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said tear tape comprises a strip of high 
strength polyethylene or polypropylene, with adhesive on one side of the strip. 

32. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said ream wrap comprises plastic 
film. 

33. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said tear tape is attached by an 
adhesive. 

34. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said ream wrap has a tear tape on top 
of said ream wrap, which opens said top of said ream wrap but keeps the integrity of said ream 
wrap. 

35. (new) The method as recited in claim 26, wherein said ream wrap has a tear tape that 
does not completely remove a section of said ream wrap. 
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
